The Parochial Seffion' 15 conſtituted of 
One Miniſter, or More, with x Compc- 
tent Number of Lay-Elders (their Preſ- 
byteri non Docentes) and Deacons. It meets 
once a Week, or oftner, 1f there be Oc- 
caſion, and takes Cognizance of all Pa- 
rochial Caſes concerning External Order , 
and Cenſure. It there be but One Mint- 
ſterin the Pariſh, he 1s Conſtant Modera- 
| tour : If More, they take their Turns as 
they 
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chey ca Can.a 5 
_ of them -qualit Honour, and Juriſdt- 

ction. .. There paſſes:no Act without the 
Joynt Conſent of the Minifer , Lay-El- 
ders, and Deacons ; .or Plarality of F ores ;

Presbytery, who arc Licenſed to Preach 
in any Pariſh-Church within 1ts Bounds.

thoriz'd to do all Minifterial Aﬀs, except 
Baptizing, or Admuniſtring the Lord's 
Supper ; without Holy Orders, Impoſition 
of Hands , or any Qualification for thc 
Sacred Function.

A Provincial Synod 1s an Afoctate Body 
of the Commiſſioners choſen out of all the 
Trndividual Presbyteries , within the Pre- 
cinct of the Proyince : they mect twice or 
thrice a year, and Exerciſe an Over-ruling 
 Poweroverall the Presbyteries within that 
Province, in ſuch manner as the Presby- 
tery ſuperintends. the Parochial Sefſrom. 
In this Fudicatory the Leading men ot the 
Faction lay their Heads together ; form 
their Projects ; and when the C ommiſſron- 
ers return from hence to their ſeveral 
Presbyteries, they intimate to the Particu-

The General Aſſembly 1s Sovereign, and 
Independent : Hither hes. the Laft Appeal, 
and the Juriſdiction of 1t 15 Univerſal 1n 
what concerns Eccleſtaſtical- Matters, and 
Perſons, or Temporals 1n Order to Spiri- 
tuals. 
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tuals. They look upon themſelves as im- 
mediately Entruſted by Chrit, and to 
Him =— do they hold themſclyes Ac- 
comptable. Whoſoever docs not obey 
this Sovereignty, (tho' the King himſelf ) 
he 15 to be Excommunicate, and the No- 
bility , Gentry , Collective Body ; nay , 
eycry Individual Perſon 1s to aſliſt to 
the Compelling, Cenſuring, and Puniſh- 
ing of him to the Utmoſt of - his Power.

The Engliſh Presbytery. 


THis was the Method allo,and the De- 
ſign of the Englith Diſciplinarians, 


un.ler Queen Elizaberh, as appears by the 


Records of thoſe times, tho' many par- 
ticulars of the Conſpiracy were never 
brought to Light. The Examples of Ge- 
neva , and Scorland., were at cvery turn 
preſs'd upon the Erg/ih ; and a Contecc- 
racy was carry:d on in Both Nations, for 


the Erecting of the ſame Platform of Preſ- 


byterial Diſcipline ; which one Daviſon, a 
Scotch-man, athrms to have no leſs Warrant 
to be continu d perpetually within the Church, 
under this Precept Feed my Sheep,than hath 
the Preaching of the Word, or the Admini- 

| {tration 
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tration of the Sacraments. From 1560, 
to 1572, they vented their Spleen only in 
Libels, and Conventicles. ' In Novemb. 7 2. 
they Erectcd a Presbytery at Wandeſworth 
in Szrry ; and from that time, to 1583, 
their Defign was agitated 1n ſecret Meer- 
ings, which they call'd Conferences, where- 
in, (ata London-Meeting ) they came to 
This Concluſion, 7 hat the Preſent Govern- 
ment of the Church by Arch-Biſhops, and 
Biſhops is Anti-Chriſttan , and that the 
only Diſcipline, and Government of Chriſt, 
that is, by Paſtors, Doctors, Elders, and 
Deacons , /hall be Eſtabliſh d in Place of 
the Other. In 1583, Their Book of Di/- 
cipline is Drawn up ; (which they call'd 
the Synodical Diſcipline, and an Aflem- 
bly being held upon it, among other De- 
Crecs, K was orderd, That the Comtial 
Aflembles are to be moniſhed., to make Col- 
lections for Relief of the Poor, and of Scho- 
lars + but eſpecially for Relief of ſuch Mz- 
mijters here, as are put out for not Sub- 
ſcribing to the Articles tender d by the Bi- 
ſhops : alſo for Relief of Scottiſh Miniſters, 
« &c. Thelc Scortiſh Miniſters were they 
that Jullty'd the Rebeltious Act of 
making 
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making King Fames a Priſoner 1n 1583. 
and cook Sanctuary in England, upon the 
Parliaments Declaring it Treaſon : And 
who ſo proper Inſtruments as They , for 
the Promoting of another Rebellion. in 
England 2 Their Book of Diſcipline was 
review'd, and put in Practice, in 1587. 
In 1589 1t was Perfected, and in the Year 
following, the Confpiracy was detected ; 
when , upon Examinations of Lzztletor . 
Edmunds, Fohnſon, Barbon, Hotlms, Brown, 
&c. 1t appcar'd, that the Diſcipline was 
Fram'd, Subſcrib'd, and Carry'd on, in 


all Reſpects after the Scorriſh ProjetF, and

By Publique Juttice upon ſome of the 
Principal Incendiaries, and King James 
his Vigtlance, and Care afterwards, the

The making 
of Laws belongs to T hem': They may Arraign 
their Prince ; The Miniſters may Excom- 
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municate him ; and He that by Excommu- 
nication is caſt into Hell , is not worthy to 
Enjoy any Life upon Earth. It were Good 
(ſays he) that Rewards were appointed by 
the People, for ſuch as ſhould Mill T yrants ; as 
there are for thoſe that Mill Wolves, or Bears, 
or take their Whelps. 
'__TheScozing, and Empriſoning of King 
Fames , 1n Aug. 1582. being Adjudg'd

18. 1583. and ſome of the Criminals Ex- 
ecuted ; an Aſſembly of Miniſters, and 
Elders at Edinburgh, in 1585. did not on- 
ly Authorize, ' and Avow the Action, but 
alſo ordain'd all people to be Excommu- 
nicated , that would not Subſcribe to 
cheir Judgment.

Accoraing to the Common Mcthod 
of ſmzovatours, thar Firſt Work was, by 
Preſ- anal Pulpit, to Defume the Govern- 
meat; ther Next, was, by Popular Arti- 

fice, 
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fice, to ſtir up the Multitude by 7amults 
to Reform 1t ; and Laſtly ; (it they found 
cheir Party ſtrong enough to Depend up- 
on) to Enter into a Confederacy, and Set 
up for themſelves. Thus was the Courlſc 
that Knox,Willock, and their Followers took 
in Scotland under the Queen Regent 1n 
1555, and aftcrward, under King Zames 


VI. And Cartwright with thus Complices 


went the ſame way to Work alſo under 
Queen Elizabeth ; only the Conſpiracy 
of Arthington, Hacket, Coppinger, Wiggin- 
ton, Wc. was Diſcoverd, and the Plot 
Diſappointed. But the Libels, and Tu- 
mulrs in Scotland , 1637. whuch led to 
that Impious Bond, and Covenant 1n 1638. 
had better ſucceſs. (See his Late Majeſties 
Large Declaration upon That Subjett. ) 
And after their Pattern, ſo had the Pra- 
Etices In England in 1641. when the Par- 
lament was ſo Over-aw'd by Tumults that 
the Vote of the 7wo Houſes was no other 
in Effect than the Senſe of the Rabble in 
the Lobby. It was but their Bawling for 
Juſtice upon the Noble Earl of Strafford; 
their Crying down of Biſhops, and Popi/b

with them 1n a Declaration for the Sup- 
prefling of them.

Friends. God forbid (ſays Mr. Pim) that 


the Houſe of Commons ſhould proceed in any 


way to Dishearten People to obtain their juſt

that they did not know with what Spirit they 
were Over-Rul'd, as they told King James 
in the Caſe of G:bſon, and Black, for de- 
livering Treaſon in the Pulpit.
